C.C. DRUMELLER, W5JJ 
THE DECLINE AND FALLOF THE RADIO MAGAZINE 

Have you noticed how all the “radio” magazines have drified into 
the stance of being electronic gadget or commercial equipment 
‘magizines? The slipping into this category started quite some 
years ago, but within the past three years it has become well-nigh 
miversal 

“Popular Electronics" at one time devoted most of its pages to 
radio devices: receivers and even a few transmitters. No more, 
though. Radio has been forgotten, 

“Radio News-RadiocraftRadioElectronics: at one time used 
‘mast of its pages for articles on building radio sets of various types. 
‘Now it's strictly for TV repairers. 

“Electronics Ilustrated,” of course, never was worth a hot 
whoop in the sizzling hereafter for the serious radio builder, but it 
hus achieved the remarkable results of degenerating from the low 
initial level, 

CQ"... well, just how long has it been since you've seen in ita 
‘g00d article on building equipment? Takes a long memory, doesn't 
it 

"73" at one time prided itself on the number of “build 
Yourself” instructions it contained. It still has a few, but only a few. 

‘Ham Radio” always has leaned toward longer articles telling in 
detail some aspect of electronic theory. These have been very 
useful, but the appeal to the casual builder has been something less 
than magsificent, 

“QST"' tries to touch all angles, but by the time ithas catered to 
each of the highly-diversified’ interests of the 100k ARRL 
‘members, the minor-projects builder gets short shift. 

At every gathering of radioamateurs you hear loud moans about 
the lessened feed-in of new blood into the game. And, pray tell, just 
how do you expect to get that new blood? No magazine tells the 
Brospective radio amateur how toget his hands wet in the building 
game. It has been a coon's age and a possums lifetime since I've 
heard of a newcomer bullding a receiver .. and dern’ near’ thal 
long for a transmitter! 

John Q. Public is totally isolated from amateur radio 
‘Newspapers, when they mention amateur radio at all, in those rare 
instances when they don't confuse it with the CB criminals 
invariably denigrate it by calling it ham radio and implying thal, 
radio amateurs are a collection of irresponsible kooks, 
Conventional radio receivers, even the “all-band receivers” sold to 
the general public, are not capable of receiving the SSB 
transmissions of radio amateurs, There is no interface betweea the 
general public and amateur radio; a wall of non-communication 
‘Separates the two. And “radio” magazines don’t help break down 
‘that wall! It's a bloody shame that there can’t be a well-marked 
trail leading the “electronic hobbyist” to the ranks of radio 
amateurs. But now ... “never the twain shall meet." (In Collector 
and Emitter)
